WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt tonight ordered 
government mints to coin silver on 


fifty-fifty basis with producers. 

His proclamation, formally ratify- 
ing the London silver agreement, pro- 

vided that half of the annual pro- 
piers 1s of 24,000,000 ounces of silver 
shall be returned in dollars to the 
poneces and the other half kept by 
the treasury in reserve. 

This will give a price, estimated at 
the White House, of 64 1-2 cents an 
ounce for silver—or half of the legal 
| price of $1.29 an ounce—and con- 
siderably above the current market 
price of about 43 cents. 

Mr. Roosevelt stipulated in his 
proclamation that: “The present 
ratio in weight and fineness of the 
silver dollar to the gold dollar shall, 
for the purposes of this proclama- 
tion, be maintained until changed by 
further order of proclamation.” 

The London silver agreement pro- 
posed by Senator Pittman, democrat, 
Nevada, at the economic conference 
provided that the silver-producing na- 
tions would absorb 35,000,000 ounces 
of silver annually for four years from 
their mines in return for a promise 
by the silver-using countries of In- 
dia, China and Spain not to melt up 
or debase their silver coins. 

Provides for Coinage. 

“This proclamation,” said

The presidential proclamation is ef 
fective until January 1, 1938, in ae 
cordance with the four-year provision 
of the London agreement.

Organization of the Prosecuting At- 
torneys’ Association of Georgia with 
Solicitor-General Robert McMillan, of 
Clarkesville, as president, was an- 
nounced Thursday following a meet- 
ing at the Piedmont hotel attended by 


solicitors of superior and city at the 
call of Attorney-General M. J. Yeo- 
mans, 

Other officers include Solicitor Jeff 
A. Pope, city court of Cairo, vice 
president, and Solicitor-General Cecil 
Davis, Toombs circuit, secretary. So- 
licitors-General Marvin Cross, of the 
Middle circuit; W. H. Atkinson, of 
the Coweta circuit, and W. H. Con- 
nor, of Spalding superior court, and 
Solicitors C. H. Leavy Jr., of the 
city court of Brunswick, and John SB. 
McClelland, of the criminal court of 
Atlanta, were appointed as a commit- 
tee to draft by-laws. 


The motion to organize the solicitors 
into a “cohesive association” was 
made by Solicitor Leavy. The con- 
ference was called by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Yeomans to discuss the prepara- 
tion of briefs in capital, felony ap- 
peals, his office aiding in such cases 
before the supreme court. 


Solicitor-General Atkinson suggest- 
ed that such an organization “could 
receive from the legislature such re- 
forms in legal procedure as the asso- 
ciation might adopt.” Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Conner urged that “we stay as 
far from the Georgia legislature as 
we can,” stating that “I have been 
trying to enforce the laws as I found 
them and am advocating no reforms.

CHRONIC CARBON MONOXIDE 
POISONING. 

As every schoolboy knows, gassing 
with carbon monoxide, whether from 
a portable gas heater in bathroom or 
bedroom or from the exhaust of an 
atittomobile engine in a closed garage 
or from leaky flue, is likely to over- 
come the victim so suddenly that there 
is no time to escape or call for help. 
But the effects of prolonged exposure 
to air which is only slightly contami- 
nated by the deadly gas are not so 
well known. Chronic CO poisoning 
is more common than one might 
think. In modern life there are so 
many sources of such poisoning, aside 
from those mentioned. 

In cities, deaths from carbon mon- 
oxide exceed those from any other 
poison. How much illness is due to 


can only conjecture,-for doubless most 
cases are not correctly diagnosed, the 
Symptoms being ascribed to other 
causes. In the majority of. instances 
victims of chronic carbon monoxide 
poisoning do not consult a physician 
at all. Whey prefer to ‘try’ whatever 
nostrum or diet or suggestion seems 
to them to fit the requirements. 

A few of the many sources of mild 
gassing: Policing traffic in canyons 
surrounded by high buildings. Living 
in a house where any fuel is burned 
with draft closed, or where there is 
any leak in the flue or chimney 
throngh which gases many escape into 
the house. Tailors using gas irone 
with leaky gas connections or faulty 
burners. Garage employes shut ip 
where engines are running. Women 
and children living where artificial 
gas connections permit leakage of gag, 
Persons working or living where any 
kind of stove iron becomes red hot, or 
accumulations of soot become incande- 
scent; this latter condition occurs fre- 
quently in gas water heaters. Faulty 
heaters in closed automobiles, and the 
bad habit of driving with all windows 
closed, in cold weather. 

A child has relatively greater ree- 
piratory exchange than an adult and 
hence a child is more quickly over- 
come, more sensitive to a smail 
amount of the odorless poison in the 
air. A mouse or a canary is so quickly 
overcome that rescue crews in mines 
carry some such small animal to warn 
them when the air is dangerously pol- 
luted (by the after-damp from the use 
of explosives), Young tomato plants, 
and probably other plants, are very 
sensitive to small proportions of CO 
in the atmosphere. Gardeners and 
florists know how disastrous the ex- 
haust gases from the automobile are 
to plants. 

It is well to remember that carbon 
monoride is colorless, tasteless and 
practically odorless. It burns with a 
ale blue flame. It poisons by com- 
ining with the hemoglobin in the red 
blood corpuscles in place of the oxy: 
gen the corpuscles should carry to the 
cells of the whole body. This com- 
bination of CO-hemoglobin is even 
more stable than the normal oxygen 
combination (O-hemoglobin) and that 
fact accounts for the deadliness of 
monoxide poisoning and the obstinacy 
of after-effects. Fortunately carbon 
dioxide has nearly or quite as great 
an affinity for the hemoglobin and 
hence the administration of carbon 
dioxide gas mixed with air or oxygen 
is the best treatment for monoxide 
poisoning. 

In my opinion we should include 
among sources of mild chronic carbop 
monoxide poisoning excessive smoking. 
Chemical teats of blood have proved 
that following the smoking of a few 
cigarets, for example, there is a defi- 
nite increase in the proportion of car- 
bon monoride in the blood.

IN CANCER DEAT 


Maryland Court Directs 
Verdict of Not Guilty in 
“Cure” Case. 


ROCKVILLE, Md., Dec. 21.—(® 
The state today gave up its attempt 
to convict Dr. Harry R. Street, of 
Washington, and Dr. Sherwood Fer- 
ris, of Chevy Chase,. Md., of man- 
slaughter as a result of the alleged 
cancer salve death of Mrs. Cora Brit- 
ton, of May’s Landing, N. J. 

The two physicians were found not 
guilty upon direction of the court. 


“The testimony of the state has not 
shown sufficient negligence to sub- 
stantiate the charge of manslaughter 
and I do not feel like asking a verdict 
of guilty,” announced State's Attor- 
ney Stedman Prescott when court re- 
convened after lunch today.

| Of U.S. Monetary Problems

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—In the 
last article of this series (No. 10), I 
shall consider the permanent monetary 
arrangements which seem to hold out 
the greatest promise of yielding a dol- 
lar of stable purchasing power. 

This is an entirely different prob- 
lem from that of monetary policies de- 
signed to meet our immediate needs. 


Failure to make this distinction is evi- | 


dent in much of current discussion. 
Devaluation of the dollar, for example, 
at one rate rather than another will 
doubtless exert an influence on the 
price situation, given sufficient time 
for its effects to work themselves: ont, 

But that means a long time, what- 
ever time must elapse until we shall 
have reached a situation in which 
there shall be an intense demand for 
additional credit and currency. The 


immediate effect of devaluation is nil 
unless it gives rise at once to guch an 
additional demand. 

In preceding articles I have express- 
ed the decided opinion that neither 
further depreciation of the dollar nor 
inflation will be helpful as a means of 
bringing about a trade recovery and 
higher prices. In this article (No. 8) 
and the next (No. 9), I shall indicate 
those policies which in my judgment, 
will most speedily enable use to at- 
tain those much-desired objectives. 

I start with the proposition that no 
monetary arrangements of themselves 
will be sufficient for the purpose; 
while itappropriate monetary policies 
may prove an insuperable obstacle to 
recovery, the best conceived monetary 
policies can do no more than support 
and facilitate those economic policies 
and developments which are required 
to convert the existing situation from 
depression to prosperity. 

Money Supply Ample. 

We already have a supply of money 
amply sufficient to support far more 
credit and currency than would be re- 
quired with full ch gg gms active 
business and a level of prices and 
money incomes far above those which 
obtained in 1926. Our fundamental 
problem, then, is to bring about a 
situation in which there shall be an 
active and maintained demand for 
more credit and currency. 

When one looks back upon recovery 
from past depressions it is not possible 
to explain exactly why recovery began 
at some particular moment or to meas- 
ure precisely the relative importance 
of the conditions and influences that 
brought it about. It is significant, 
however, that past revivals from de- 
pression were not preceded by the 
adoption of unusual monetary policies. 

In general we can say that there 
was commonly an available supply 
of additional credit and currency at 
‘moderately low rates. This 18, of 
course, a condition which now obtains, 
and one which may be expected to be- 
come more pervasive with the turn of 
the year when the deposit insurance 
corporation begips to function. It 1s 
also a condition that might be further 
accentuated by additional open mar- 
ket operations on the part of the feder- 
al reserve banks. 

If it is wise to follow past expert- 
ence we may be reasonably content 
with the monetary position and look 
in other directions to discover what 
may be needed to bring about an im- 
provement in the situation. 

Neutral Monetary Policy Urged. 

Policies that give rise to doubts 
about the security of the currency ex- 
lert a deterrent influence, as would 
also fears that the supply of currency 
and credit might be curtailed. Since 
we already have a large available 
supply of unused credit and currency, 
1 helieve that what may be styled a 
neutral monetary policy _will best 
serve the purpose of bringing about 
its active employment insofar as that 
ean be influenced by monetary action. 

My insistence upon the advisability 
of a neutral policy rests upon the 
conviction that the development of an 
active demand for credit and currency 
mainly depends upon iffluences of a 
non-monetary character. Some of these 
factors in the problem of trade recov- 
ery were considered in the first two 
articles of this series, but they are 


of such fundamental consequence that 
‘| shall give further consideration to 
| them from a slightly different aj- 
proach, taking up first the relief and 


There is nniversal agreement that

also be generally agreed that the meas- 


ures adopted served to meet the more 
immediate requirements of the aitua- 
tion. 

We have now, however, reached the 
stage at which it is important to con- 
sider whether or no these relief meas- 
ures are of such a character that they 
will be of temporary duration, grad- 
ually becoming unnecessary. 

It is to be hoped that in the next 
session of congress they will be sub- 
jected to scrutiny designed to deter- 
mine whether statutory changes or 
changes in administrative policies may 
not be required in order to render 
the continuance of relief less and less 
necessary. Some modifications would 
seem to be required, both from the 
point of view of the credit of the gov- 
ernment and on account of the in- 
fluence which relief measures are ex- 
erting upon the general business sit- 
uation. 


Government's Credit Good. 


Although government expenditure 
for relief is very heavy, the credit of 
the United States government is quite 
sufficient to warrant a very consid- 
erable increase in the government 
debt. An extraordinary expenditure of 
several billions of dollars for relief 
purposes need occasion no doubts and 
fears about the credit of the govert- 
ment or its ability to raise the needed 
funds by the sale of additional bonds. 

But this statement holds good only 
on two conditions. First, that the 
huge expenditures for relief seem by 
way of tapering off in the not too dis- 
tant future, and, in the second place, 
that no doubts are entertained re- 
garding the future of the currency. 
Four billion dollars of relief expendi- 
ture this year under conditions whici 
warrant the expectation that it will 
sharply decline next year is far less 
disturbing than a present expenditure 
of half that amount under conditions 
which will lead to its probable con- 
tinuance or even increase in succeed- 
ing years. 

In the particular case of agricul- 
ture, aid designed to increase the 
prices of particular farm products 
that had declined to abnormally low 
levels was desirable. But such expen- 
diture must continue indefinitely un- 
less in the meantime we develop eon- 
ditions under which there shall be 
either an increased demand for these 
products, at home and abroad, or the 
possibility of finding employment in 
other occupations for some of those 
now on the land. 

A somewhat similar statement may 
be made about publie works and ciril 
relief. Those for whom employment 
is thus being provided were unem- 
ployed through no fault of their own. 
The lack of a demand for their labor 
is a result of the errors of judgment: 
of all those, both in public and pri- 
vate life, who made or influenced 
executive decisions during the years 
preceding and following the collapse 
in 19 

We have chosen in lieu of charity, 
and in the absence of any system of 
unemployment insurance, public 
works as a means of relief. The ques- 
tion presents itself, however, whether 
publie works expenditure is being so 
handled as to bring about an early 
decline in #euch expenditure. By es- 
tablishing liberal wage rates for this 
work and by a failure to insist upon 
low prices for materials, we seem to 
be creating a situation in which few, 
if any, of those now engaged in pub- 
lic works will find employment in re- 
lated work under private auspices. 

In other words, there is no strong 
likelihood that the need for relief 
expenditure on public works will he 
lessened in the course of the next 12 
months. : 

The measures of relief which have 
been adopted by the government do 
not seem to have been designed ex- 
clusively for the purpose of providin 
relief. Both statutory provisions an 
administration policies have been 
much influenced by the idea that an 
increase in consumer purchasing pow- 
er would contribute materially to a 
recovery in .trade. 

I do not doubt’ that an increase 
in consumer purchasing power, how- 
ever brought about, will increase the 
immediate demand for many kinds of 
consumer goods. I do insist, on the 
other band, that an increase in con- 
sumer purchasing power that arises 
from an increase in governmental ex- 
penditure runs the risk of creating 
a situation in which either this ex- 
penditure must go on indefinitely or, 
when it ceases, involve the same prob- 
lem of re-adjustment that presents it- 
self when government expenditure is 
reduced at the close of a war. 

A policy of liberal prices for ma- 
terials and high wages for those em- 
ployed on public worke tends to create 
a situation in whieh construction 
costs advance to levels which are in- 
compaféble with a widespread expan- 
sion in the private demand for such 
materials and labor. In sum, neces

The Piper of Hamelin, so the story- 
books say, used music to lure the 
rats away; but Georgia will fare 
much better perhaps, with her 320,- 
000 traps. 

Seven carloads of man’s best sub- 
stitute for the family cat, when it 
comes to eliminating rodents, arriv- 
ed in Georgia Thursday. And they 
are one thing the rates won't carry 
away. There won't be any hi-diddle- 
diddie as the rats dance out of town. 
Only a sharp snap as An inquisitive 
nose loosens the spring and a steel 
band puts Mr. Rat into the dis- 
card. 

The traps will be waiting for the 
rats in 69 counties of southern Geor- 
gia, where they are to be set by 
0,000 CWA laborers assisting in the 
project of the United States health 
service and the United States 
biological survey to check the spread 
of typhus fever, according to W. E. 
Crouch, assistant chief of the division 
of predatory animal and rodent con- 
trol. This modern counterpart of the 
famous piper will use the traps to 
follow up the red squill, a special 
rat poison, which also will be used 
in the effort to exterminate typhus- 
carrying rodents, 

Heretofore the rats ate, their fill 
of Georgia chicken and peanuts— 
and got away with it. But not any 
more. The next time they put their 
teeth into a delectable bit of cheese 


or a savory morsel of meat they won't 
be able to go home and tell the rest 
of tHe family how it tasted.

‘GENERAL LAWRENCE 
PASSES AT MARIETTA 


Former Pension Commission- 
er and U. C. V. Leader 
Dies in 94th Year. 


MARIETTA, Ga., Dec. 21.—Gen- 
eral R. deT. Lawrence, Confederate 
veteran and for several years pension 
commissioner of Georgia, died here 
Thursday morning at a private sani- 
tarium after a brief illness, He was 
93 years of age. 

Funeral! services will be held Satur- 
day morning at 11 o’clock at St. James 
Episcopal church, with the Rev. C. 
E. Wood officiating. Interment will 
be in the St. James Episcopal ceme- 
tery. Pallbearers will be Ed Massey, 
Charles Brown, W. M. Brumby, Wal- 
ter Schillings, Howell Trezevant and 
soland Glover. 

General Lawrence was _§ stricken 

with pneumonia about a week ago 
and was removed to the Marietta hos- 
} pital. 
- Born in South Carolina in 1840, 
General Lawrence spent his boyhood 
there and then attended Columbia Col- 
lege, where he received training as 
a civil engineer. 

Immediately after his graduation, 
the War Between the States broke 
out and he enlisted with the Palmetto 
Guards, of Charleston, and served 
with distinction during the war as a 
cavalryman. 

After the war, General Lawrence 
returned to his profession as an engi- 
neer and played a large part in the 
building of the south during the re- 
construction days. 

General Lawrence moved to Georgia 
while still a young man and made his 
home in Marietta. 

He was pension commissioner of the 
state for several years until 1931, 
when he was succeeded by the late 
John J. Hunt, of Griffin. 

He was chairman of the board of 
trustees of the Soldiers’ Home at At- 
lanta for many years. 

General Lawrence took a prominent 
part in church activities, being a 
member of St. James Episcopal church 
of Marietta. 

Surviving are three sons, the Rev. 
James B. Law rence, of Americus; Me- 
Donald Lawrence of Marietta. and 
Samuel Lawrence, of Raleigh, N, C., 
and a brother, John deT. Lawrence, 
of Atlanta. Another son, Alex A. 
Lawrence, prominent Savannah attor- 
ney, died in 1930.

Transient bureaus have been in 
operation several weeks but beginning 
on January 1 a special effort will 
be made to aid those who are at- 
tempting to wander over the country 
by thumbing autoists or hoboing on 
trains, it was announced here by W. 
N. Crofton, lecal bureau manager. 
Discussing the plan to end these 
practices at a conference here with 
Columbus, Phenix City, Ala:, and 
Muscogee county officials, Crofton 
stated the influx of hitch-hikers and 
hoboes during the past several years 
has constituted a menace to the pub- 
lic. He asked and was promised the 
co-operation of local officials in re- 
ferring these people to the bureau. 
There are five bureaus in Georgia, 
located in Atlanta, Savannah, Macon, 
Augusta and Columbus. They are 
not likely to be flooded with requests 
for free transportation when the new 
plan is inaugurated. When hobo 
“John,” with a hankering for distant 
fields that seem greener, applies at 
one of the bureaus he will find the 
government not so green. A little 
work will be thrown in with the 
ticket. 
Crofton said he believed the gov- 
ernment agency would be able to find 
work for applicants in order to en- 


The state relief administration in 
Atlanta has declined to five figures 
on the number of transients being 
handled in Georgia or other details. 
Information from the individual] bu- 
reaus, however, indicate they have 
been doin “good” business. 

The yr Sel bureau recently was 
reported to be handling approximately 
50 men transients daily. That city 
has an office for single men and an- 
other for family transients. Reports 
from Macon said 150 transients in 
that city were being given’ work.

Mrs. Veronica E. Skwirut was 
committed to the jail at her own re- 
quest so she might spend Christmas 
near her husband. 

“He'll want to see the boy at 
Christmas,” she told Federal Judge 
Kirkpatrick, “and I certainly would 
appreciate it if you’d send us both 
there at once.” 

Mrs. Skwirut and her _ husband, 
Carl, were charged with concealing 
assete when their bakery went into 
bankruptcy in 1928. They both fled 
to England, but were extradited. In 
1929 they were convicted of conceal- 
ing assets in the bankruptcy case 
and Skwirut was given a two-year 
sentence, while his wife was placed 
on probation for two years.

SUMMER’S SALAMANDERS. 

Inventory of the summer's work on 
salamanders leads to the pleasant dis- 
covery that four species have been 
added to the state faunal list. Leu- 
rognathus marmorata, the salamander 
described originally from _ Grand- 
father mountain in North Carolina, 
was found in Rabun county for the 
first time this year. The rare red 
salamander, Pseudotriton is repre- 
sented by a single specimen collected 
by Oliver Allen. Its near relative, 
of course, is much more common, and 
is to be found near Atlanta. Desmog- 
nathus quadramaculata, the black sal- 
amander, was found in sufficient nuin- 
bers and sizes to establish almost 
completely the rate of growth and 
breeding ages of this species. Its 
smaller and less spectacular rélative, 
Desmognathus carolinensis, is also 
now on record. 

It is my hope eventually to publish 
a book on the “Salamanders of the 
Southern States.” I would like to 
include in this volume colored illus- 
trations of many if not all of the 
species. They are beyond belief when 
seen, and words, of course, can never 
bridge the gap between black type

and names, he made a most voluable 
contribution toward placing color ins 
terpretation on an exact basis. Hig 
names of colors, however, such ag 
vinaceous cinnamon, leave much te 
be desired when merely writing, and 
the romance of colors of animals gave 
way to a real advance in accuracy. 

Furthermore, the lives of these hum» 
ble animals (or, as stated by one reade 
er of this column, the “so-called lower 
animals”) are interesting beyond the 
imagination. Truth, it has been said, 
is stranger than fiction, and the best 
illustration of this bromide is found 
in the lives of salamanders. 

Finally, I know that once a real 
presentation of this subject is made, 
there will be a crop of new zoologists 
to take up the detailed studies that 
will still remain, Nothing stimulates 
the imagination more than pictures 
and text in understandable language, 
Witness the devotion of boys and girls 
to the works of Ernest Thompson 
Seton. If the works of this man were 
on the subject of local species, our 
part of the world would show a gen- 
eration of scientists afield at once. 

So I go on compiling and paint- 
ing. Do not wait for this book fos 
your last-minute Christmas shopping, 
Maybe I will get it out in time te 
dedicate.it to my grandchildren. 


314,000 To Be Given Work for Year 
In Federal Waterways Development 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(/)— 
Secretary Dern, in a summary of ar- 
my engineers corps work under the 
public works program, said today its 
waterways development would _in- 
volve the expenditure of $314,000,000 
and provide employment for 314,000 
men for one year. 

To date,.he said, $141.200,000 has 
been obligated and 44,697 men have 
been placed at work. 

Pointing out that river and harbor 
improvements and flood control on 
the Mississippi and Sacramento rivers 
have been alloted $220,123,808, he 
said that within a week after receiv- 
ing the first allotment of $7,000,000, 
approximately 3,000 men had been 
put to work. 

“The progress made in the prep- 
aration of plans and specifications, 
the rapidity with which advertise- 
ments have been issued and con- 
tracts awarded and the expedition of 
actual construction, are believed to be 
without precedent, even under war 
conditions,” Dern said. 

“This work has been undertaken 


by the war department in additiog 
to its regular maintenance of river 
and harbor projects and the comple- 
tion of work underway prior to the 
Start of the public works program, 
amounting to $93,900,000 and proe 
viding for the employment of 99, 
693 persons for one year.*The entire 
rogram involving a total cost of 
3314,000,000 will previde employ- 
ment for 314.000 men for one year, 

“These funds are all being expend- 
ed on projects which have been care- 
fully investigated and found warrante 
ed in the general interests of navie 
gation and of the federal govern- 
ment.” 

Dern listed the work as including 
development of Great Lakes porte, 
improvement of the inland waterways 


‘system on the Mississippi and Ohio 


rivers, regulations of the Missouri, 
flood control on the lower Mississip- 
pi and Sacramento rivers, improve- 
ment of the Savannah, Cape Fear 
and Columbia rivers and extension 
of the Atlantic and gulf intracoastal 
waterways.

U.S. COUPLE DENY 
SPY ACTIVITIES 


Switz Declares Wife and 
Self Are ‘Victims of An 
Error.’ — 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—(#)}— Robert 
Switz, an American, denied vehe 
mently tonight police accusations that 
he may be connected with an inter- 
national espionage syndicate which 
authorities believed would lead di- 
rectly to “Germany’s master organi- 
zation.” 

“I am innocent of connections with 
the spy gang,” the 29-year-old native 
of East ‘Orange, N. J., told his at- 
torney, Charles Moyse when the law- 
yer visited him in Sante prison. 

“IT was the victim of an error.” 

Switz protested also against the 
imprisonment of his wife, the former 
Marjorie Tilley, 22, of New York, 
who was arrested with her husband 
and eight others after investigators 
had spent months in tracing clues of- 
ficials believe may disclose far-flung 
ramifications. 

M. Moyse declined to comment on 
his interview with Switz other than 
to say he was studying the charges. 

Investigating Magistrate Benon 
was expected to make a_ thorough 
search of the couple’s hotel room in 
the presence of the Americans on 
Saturday and to decide afterwards 
on whether the pair should be held 
for trial. 
Hearings Saturday. 

(Theodore Marriner, American 
charge d'affaires in Paris, notified 
the Washington state department that 
he had investigated the case as com- 
pletely as possible and that Mr. and 
Mrs. Switz would be given prelimi- 
nary hearings in Paris on December 
23. He said the examining magis- 
trate had informed him that the 
French police were .conyvineed of 
Switz’s implication in the spy ring.) 

Meanwhile, a fear that the leaders 
of the suspected syndicate may have 
slipped through a widespread net in- 
spired police to feverish activity in 
an effort to run down 40 members 
of what was described as the French 
section of an international spy ring. 

Other trails, equally mysterious, 
were said by authorities to lead to 
Finland, where more than a month 
ago 33 persons, including Arvid Ja- 
cobson and. his wife, former Michi- 
gan school teachers, were arrested 
and accused of espionage activities. 

The vast scope of the police probe 
was shown in the issuing of about 
a thousand demands for information 
from banks, tourist agencies, and ho- 
tels in an effort to trace the move- 
ments of the band. 

Authorities expressed the fear that 
highly-valuable documents containing 
closely-guarded French military se- 
crets and sketches of the line of 
trenches along the frontier had al- 
ready been spirited out of the coun- 
try. 

In the mass of confiscated papers 
police professed to have found threads 
of evidence leading to Berlin. Com- 
munist documents taken from the bag- 
rage of the 10 persons led to the be- 
lief at first that soviet espionage was 
involved, bat the theory was later ad- 
vanced that these papers may have 
been designed to becloud the trails. 

Officials said the Switzs and the 
other foreigners might be deported un- 
less dangerous evidence were uncoy- 
ered against them.

Six helpless people in one family group. 
The old story of tuberculosis and wan 
faces from which hope departed many 
months ago until a generous person donated 
funds to carry them through 1933. 

An invalid father who once gave of his 
good fortune to the needy, a danntless 
mother who earns small sums working for 
neighbors, two small girls and two older 
girls who are unable to work because of 
tubercular infection, make up this group. 

The case is one of the most pitiful in 
Atlanta—a case for fortunate people with 
jobs and incomes to. rescue. Doctors say 
the older girls can be cured of their illness 
with proper food, rest and freedom from 
worry. If their necessities are not provided 
for, a slow death will result. 

Only $20 a month, or $240 for 1934, will 
bring them release from their dread and 
anguish. The little girls will contract 
the disease, doctars fear, uniess they are 
promptly cared for.

BANKER ACCUSED 


OF MAL ROBBERY 


CHICAGO, Dee. 21.—() — The 
trail of $250,000 in bonds and money 
snatched from two Chicago mail car- 
riers a year ago led to the arrest in 
Texas today of a former bank presi- 
dent and a San Antonio attorney, ac- 
cused in secret federal indictments 
of having conspired to dispose of a 
part of the loot. 

The government prisoners were Z,. 
D. Bonner, who was forced to re- 
sign as president of the Commercial 
National bank, of San Antonio, when 
indicted by the state of Texas in 
another case involving stolen bonds, 
and John H. Cunningham. the bank’s 
attorney, also under indictment in 
the same state case. 

Of the quarter-million dollars in 
securities taken by the mail robbers 
just across the street from the Chi- 
cago postoffice December 6, 1932, in- 
spectors have recovered $200.000. 
They announced today that $47,500 
of the bonds were found in the 
Commercial National bank, of San 
Antonio.

It is believed that if ad- 
ditional public funds are distributed 
for this highly constructive purpose 
through the RFC it will tend to off- 
set the demand for the enforced cir- 
culation of money through drastic, 
direct inflationary measures.” 

He declared that in the matter of 
public school financing the United 
States was faced with a dire neces- 
sity which already is definitely recog- 
nized and that the federal relief ad- 
ministration was advancing money to 
cover the salaries of teachers out of 
employment and to aid in the opera- 
tion of schools in many of the states. 

“However.” he concluded, “teachers 
are required to show themselves in 
want before they are eligible for the 
relief now afforded. Advances made 
from the emergency relief fund made 
do not tend to that stability in the 
educational system which is not only 
desirable but highly essential.” 


Reserve Bank Credit 
Shows Gain in Week 


WASHINGTON, Dec.| 21—H)— 
The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding dur- 
ing the week ended December 20 as 
reported to the reserve board today 
by reserve banks was $2,.687,000,000, 
an increase of $20,000,000 compared 
with the preceding week and of $495,- 
000,000 compared with the corre- 
sponding week in 1932. 

On December 20 total reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,687,000,000, an 
increase of $9,000,000 for the week. 
This increase corresponds with an in- 
crease of $86,000,000 of money in 
circulation offset in part by an in- 
crease of $54,000,000 in treasury cur- 
rency adjusted and decreases of $21,- 
000,000 in unexpended capital funds, 
non-member deposits, etc., and $2,000,- 
000 in member bank reserve balances. 


Aged Whisky Is Sold 
For 65-80 Cents a Pint 


CINCINNATI, Dee. 21.—()—A 
brand of aged whisky was sold at 
65 to 80 cents a pint here yester- 
day—while it lasted. 

One store disposed of 240 pints 
in an hour. A _ neighboring store 
reduced the price of its blended 
liquor from $1.75 to $1 a pint.

De- 
spite the very fine trump support 
and the two outside aces, the dis- 
tribution is most indifferent. 

South de- 
cides not to show his diamonds, as 
a diamond lead would be more 
than welcome. He is gambling 
chiefly on the club situation. 
West’s opening lead was the king 
of hearts. Naturally, West had no 
way of telling that a club lead would 
defeat the contract quite speedily. As 
a matter of fact, the West player, 
with his trump holding, did not ex- 
pect to have much trouble defeating 
the opponents, no matter what he led. 
South naturally won this lead with 
the ace in his own hand and realized

South accordingly laid down the 
ace of spades, and the bad news bee 
came apparent. He naturally contin- 
ued with the nine of spades, and at 
this point West made a distinctly bad 
play. He went up with the king of 
spades and led his queen of hearts. 
It might still look to the average 
~~ as though a club trick must 

lost, but South knew differently. 
He ruffed the heart lead, led a spade 
and won in dummy and then ruffed 
dummy’s last heart with his own last 
trump. A club was led to dummy, the 
ace winning; and the queen of spades 
was led, drawing West's last trump, 
south discarding the losing club in 
his own hand. Declarer now won the 
last five tricks by running his dia- 
mond suit. 


Once West won the second spade 
trick with his king he had no lead 
which would enable him to defeat the 
contract. However, the play of a low 
spade would have rendered South's 
cause hopeless. If South now contin- 
ued with a third round of the suit, 
West would win with the king and re- 
turn his last spade, stopping declarer 
from using two trumps in his own 
hand, and eventually forcing him te 
lose a club trick. Although South 
did not run up against expert de- 
fense, he is still to be congratulated 
for his very fine play.

PADDING METHODS 
BARED BY BANKER 


Loans Obtained From 
Large Guardian Deposi- 
tors to Boost Resources 
Sheet. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(/)— 
Huge temporary loans by such large 
depositors as the Ford Motor Com- 
pany to build up the resources sheet 
of the Guardian Detroit Union Group, 
Inc., and show a highly satisfactory 
condition when bank reports were 
about to be made, were described to- 
day before the senate investigating 
committee. 

The committee, inquiring into the 
Detroit banking collapse, was told by 
Robert O. Lord, who was president 
of the group, that funds were borrow- 
ed in order “‘to increase our deposits 
and to take us out of bills payable.” 

Questioned closely by Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, committee counsel, Lord agreed 
that it had been a practice to make 
requests of large holders such as the 
Ford company, but insisted the pur- 
pose was primarily to remove indebt- 
edness. 

Pecora sought to show these re- 
quests were made shortly before the 
regular call of the comptroller of the 
currency for a statement of condition 
of all banks, and before reports of 
condition were about to be made to 
the public. 

Just previously Pecora read into 
the record a lengthy letter from the 
comptroller of the currency. written to 
the directors of the Guardian Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce, in which the 
comptroller criticized the bank's as- 
sets and particularly a repurchasing 
agreement involving $4,495,000 with 
the Guardian Union Company. 

Criticism also was directed at real 
estate holdings. The comptroller said 
the agrregate of criticised and doubt- 
ful assets almost equalled the capital 
structure, and called attention to ~ 
losses. 

Lord told the committee that Bf 
though the letter was received late in 
January it never was presented to the 
board of directors until after the state 
banking holiday was declared in Feb- 
ruary.
